Rebels Defeated in an Attack on a 
Government Vessel. 

Lima (Peru.) Feb. 7.—| By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The mail steamer 
Arequipa brings the following news, up 
to January 27, from Valparaiso: 

The steamer Imperial, which was 
taking on board 2000 men for Iquique, 
was attacked at night by the revolu- 
tionists’ torpedo-boat Bianco, but the 
torpedo-boat was repulsed after several 
hour’s fighting, and the Imperial man- 
aged to leave Valparaiso. She landed 


the troops she had aboard at Papilla 
near Iquigue. 

The government hag issued a decree 
promising those of its troops not 
taking part with the revolutionists 
25 per cent additional pay. 

Another government decree pro- 
vides that the families of the loyal 
soldiers killed or wounded shall re- 


‘ceive pensions equal to full pay. 


Taltal and Chanaral are the only 
ports taken by the  revolutionists. 
The Champion was the only foreign 
man-of-war at Valparaiso. The Acorn 
was at Coquimbo and the Pheasant at 
Iquique. The cruisers Almirante 
Lynch and Almirante Condell are not 
in possession of the revolutionists, 
these two new vessels having been de- 
tained by the Chilian government at 
Montevideo.

The schooner and crew were taken to 
Viadivostock, where they were tried 
and convicted of violating the seal and 
fishing laws. luey were condemned 
to imprisonmentin a coal mine for 
three years. 

They were obiized to send up tea 
tons a day for the first year, and six 
tons a day for the other years. If the 
stated amount of coal did not come up 
uo rations were given them. Capt. 
Morris was — tou Pole, the chain 
between them being -eight feet long. 
After being tasiened the captain saw 
no one but the Pole until liberated, not 
being allowed to leave the mine during 
the entire three years, sleeping on the 
floor of the mine aud subsisting on 
rice soup. 

At the end of three months his com- 
pauion died, but no one came to re 
lease him from the body. At the end 
of fifteeu days the captain cut the 
Pole’s body in two with a shovel 
and got it upon a load of coal. 
When Morris came out bé found that 
F. C. Crocker of Seasport, Me., one of 
his crew, bad just been released. To- 
gether they walked 150 miles to Vladi- 
vostock, the Itussiaus refusing them 
transportion. They were  coal-be- 
grimed, ragged and sore from the bites 
of vermiv. An American vessel took 
them to Nageski, where the 
United States Consul provided 
them with clothing and they 
took their first hot bath 
in three years. The consul furnished 
them with transportation to Yuko- 
homa from whence they went to San 
Francisco. 

Morris finally reached Boston, his 
native place, last November. Last 
Friday he lett the house of a friends to 
come to this city, and since that time 
he nas been missing.

‘The Institation in Need of 


Funds. 
A TALK WIru THE PRESIDENT. 


A Brief Outline of the Work—What 
Has Been Accomplished Dur- 
a Ing the Past Twelve 
Months, 


As stated a day or two ago, the News- 
boys’ Home is ip need of funds to properly 
carry on the work that has been inaugu- 
rated, and if the subscription list is pot in- 
creased the institution will be very seriously. 
crippled, and much that has been accom- 
piished will be undone, In conversation 
with Mrs. Stillman Drane, the president of 
the institution, who has given almost her 
entire time to the Work for the past year, 
besides contributing liberally of her own 
means, the lady said: 

“Our work began, about a year ago, in 
the little reading-room oan Third street, es- 
tablished by Mr. Studd, the English evange- 
list who came here with Mr. Moody. 
Within afew weeks after he had left th 
work in my hands, I became convinced 
that there was need of more than could be 
done, in those unsuitabie quarters, and 
With the limited means at command. Too 
many homeiess boys found their way into 
the reading-room, glad to find shelter. 
warmth and light during a few hours— 
penniless boys, mith; nothing to eat 
and howhere to sleep. What to do 
with them was a problem. Cheap meals 
could be bought at restaurants, but they 
were usually too ragged and dry to send to 
any respectable place to sleep. The only 
resource was a litteen-cent ludging-house, 
with filthy beds and, worse associations. 
Uther working boys were found living in 
these piaces, without restraints, and spend- 
ing most of their idle evening hours upon 
the street. One good boy, who had been 
fortunate enough to find board in a private 
family, at 52.50 per week, told me that ‘fora 
whole year he tasted fresh meat only once, 
and then he was sv hungry for ithe ate 80 
much it made him sick.’ 

Tue direct bestowal ef charity tends to 
pauperize the boys, and destroy their feel- 
ing of manly independence, It seemed bet- 
ter to provide a boarding-place for them, at 
prices within their means, where they could 
be under certain wholesome restrictions. 
May Lthe reading-room wis removed to 
Main street, a small dormitory opened, 
accommodating seven or eight boys, where 
weds were furnished at 5 cents r night, 
and a kitchen department added where 
meals were given at 5 cents each, or free, 
when needed. No disagreeable display of 
rules was made, but each boy was made to 
understand that be must conduct himself 
like a gentleman; that no smoking. gwear- 
ing, vulgar or boisterous language or ac- 
tions were allowed. ‘They were encouraged 
tospend their evenings in the reading- 
room, with bers from outside, and oc- 
casional entertainments given; but were re- 
quired to go to bed prowptly at 9 o’clock, 
and to rise early for their work. On Sunday 
mornings, while good Guristian people were 
taking au extran p. these poor little news- 
boys had to be pu led out of bed at 3 o'clock 
and started off, stili half asleep, to fold sup- 
plements, 

As svon as possible the older boys were 
gotten «ff the street, aud places to work 
ound for them, 

“Upto Augustl, nine regular boarders 
were cared for besides transients. Of 
those, two were seut into the country where 
they have worked six months. ['we were 
returned to their widowed mother, as soon 
as she could care for them. Oue run-away 
was restored to friends when their address 
was learned. One poor littie victim of the 
‘padrone system,’ with an Ixisu name, 
and evidentiy Trish to the back-bone, 
was spirited — by his Italian guardian, 
and sent to San Francisco. One borrowed 
a duartubuy a boot-black stand, and dis- 
appeared with the. money, the ouly case 
where our confidence has been misplaced.

beginning August 1. ; 

“The extra work involved in this cost me 
two montus illness at the se shore; 1 find no 
records of the work done, or number of boys 
cared for. during this time. Returning in 
October I touud the reading-room work ata 
low ebb, and only two regular boarders. 
Durivg the next three months twenty-two 
boys were cared for at the Home and places 
found for several; 22 s were given; 
582 lodgings furnished. In our new lvca- 
tion, with Auntie Hilbish as matron, since 
January 7, we have cared for twenty-six 
boys and found employment for nine; given | 
1550 meals aud 429 lodgings. The smatier 
boys are sent to school, and sell papers 
on Saturday and Sunday. The others, 
until places can be found for them 
to ‘which they are adapted, main- 
tain themselves by  biacking boots 
often earning not more than 10 cents per 
day. For luck of beds aud bedding, only 
seventeen can be comfortably lodged at 
at present, but we sometimes hive to shel- 
ter twenty to twenty-.wo per night with 
frequent new arriyais, 

hey come tous hungry, ragged, dirty, 
destitute, often covered witu vermin, having 
been for days ‘on the road.“ They are sub- 
jected to a thorough bath and put into clean 
ciothes, for which we greatly need constant 
supplies of clothing, shoes, etc. 

“There seems tobe an army of tramp 
boys beating their way’ on the railroads 
from one city to another. They usually 
come in squads of three or four, and fre- 
quently are greeted with such remarks as 
‘Ll knowed that air feller two years 
ago in Fresno,’ or elsewhere Most of them 
are homeless, or worse than homeless boys, 
‘not born into the worid, but damned into 


“Many are honest, fine fellows, in search 
of honest work, which they cannot get, 
until they can be made cleaner and more 
respectable in appearance. Four such came 
to us last Sund.y, and have found work. 
They said, whe: they landed in Los An- 
geies With only 25 cents among them, and 
the boys on the street corner told them of 
the Home, they ‘could hardly believe it; 
didn’t know there was such a good place iu 
the world.’

“The honest boys are helped to help 
themselves. ‘those who are lazy or incor- 
rigibie, after lung patience aud a third trial, 
have to be expelled and sent on their wan 
derings again, as the reform school is not 
ready. ‘Lhe worst difficulty we have yet 
encountered is the cigarette. Nearly all 
are inveterate smokers, I learned,’ said 
one, cause when | smoked 1 didn’t feel so 
hungry; it stopped that dreadful gnawin’ 
in the stomach.”

tat from closing the doors. I give my 
own time, strength and services gratis, 


ehuren, society, and all home comtort to 
this work. But Lam unwiliing longer to 
halt doa good thing. ‘Toproperly carry on 
this work. we need at least another hu dred 
per month, Wemeed the back yard for a 
lay ground, where the boys may be turned 
oose ti ‘let off steam.’ For this, extra 
rent must be paid, At present they have 
only the sidewatk.mneh to the annyance ot 
8 We need bath tub, hot water 
iler, beds, bedding, chairs, coal oil and 
dry goods boxes for seats and stands in bed 
rooms, Cups or tumbiers, ete. lu the read- 
ing robin we need a small stove for cool eve- 
nings, an awning for hot afternoons, and 
haifa dozen bright, fresh magazines and 
periodica's coming tight there each issue. 
At present. we are entirely dependent 
upon occasional contributions of old 
papers, which get stale after a time 
especially to those Boys who are theré every 
evening. \We have 436 nameson the read- 
ing-room register, with an average attend- 
ance of from thirty to fifty each evening. 
“We greatly needa night school, witha 
firm, efficient teacher to maintain regular 
discipline, assisted in some e asses by vol- 
unteers. An urgent appeal for a teacher 
has been made to the Buard of Education, 
which, for financial reasons, they have de- 
clined togrant. I am proud of our common 
school system which gives to the chiid of 
rich, or poor the blessing of several months 
free schooling each year, yet it does seem 
hard that these buys, some of them at 16 or 
17, are so ignorant that they must spell out 
the signs along the streets; these boys, with 
their young faces thus early held w the 
grindstone of toll fur daily bread, and not 
clean then, that these boys, I say, cannot be 
allowed ton hours’ instruction per week ! 
“Now, e*hall all this work be dropped 
right here? If it is, L lose eleven months of 
the hardest work I ever did in my life; the 
boys lose a chance in life for an honorabie, 
decent manhood; the community loses the 
money it will cost to support them in jail, 
by and by. Already the police are sup- 
ressing begging on the sireet, since the 
ys have a good home provided. Shall we 
close it? Good people of Los Angeles, it is 
for you to answer.’

There is a little move- 
ment in New York which mag well be 
watched for developments. Miss Jane 
Meade Welch, a bright, interesting 
amd in every way scholarly woman 
from Buffalo, is about to begin a series 
of lectures on American history under 
distinguished patronage. The an- 
nouncement seems simple, unburdened 
with consequences; Lent is at hand, 
and we are all going to fight ennui by 
attendance on classes of one descrip- 
tion and another, or by a fervid devo- 
tion to fashionable philanthropies.

Could anything be 
more popular, could any social excita- 
tion have a more powerful leader than 
the young and beautiful wife of the 
ex-President, and is there in the whole 
range of action any movement to 
which Mrs. Cleveland could possibly 
lend herself that would so mightily in- 
crease her popularity? 

This is what Lent is to bring us if 
Mrs. Cleveland carries the day; a 
breathing into virile and vigorous life 
of our dormant interest in our 
own country; American history is to 
be studied, American songs to be sung, 
American fabrics tobe worn, Ameri- 
can furniture to be sat upon literally, 
but by no means figuratively.

In a recent article in the California 
Banker’s Magazine, William L. Merry 
presents in striking form some of the 
other great advantages which the com- 
pletion of this canal will bring to this 
coast. He shows that the export lum- 
ber trade of the Northwest Coast will 
be vastly increased by the water-way 
through Nicaragua. Already occa- 
sional cargoes are sent via Cape Horn 
to Europe, and via cars to the eastern 
seaboard, But when lumber can be 
freighted at materially decreased cost, 
and in one-fifth the time, the trade 
will rapidly grow in importance. 
Europe and our eastern seaboard is 
mostly denuded of timber, and the 
demand will steadily augment at im- 
proving prices. The states of Wash- 
ington and Oregon, as well as the 
Territory of Alaska, will in this trade 
promptly realize the benefit of the new 
commercial route. 

Then, again, the trade of India, 
China and Japan will be greatly af- 
fected. The Suez route will no longer 
be able to supply our Atlantic ports 
with tea, silks, etc., the route across 
the Pacific, and via Nicatagua being 
three days shorter steaming distance, 
under much more favorable conditions 
as regards navigation, with Lfonolulu 
asa port of call and coaling station. 

The fisheries of the Pacific Coast will 
add to the revenues of the canaland 
greatly increase our shipping interests. 
Already the attention of parties en- 
gaged in this industry on the Atlantic 
Coast has been attracted to this new 
field, aud when they can place their 
vessels ou the fishing ground in a com- 
paratively short voyage, and return 
cargoes unbroken in bulk, there will 
be inducement for a large and re- 
munerdtive business. We have con- 
sidered thus far only the commercial 
advantages of the Nicaragua Canal; 
much more might be written on this 
branch of the subject, but the limits of 
this paper forbidding, we must pass on 
to the consideration of political condi- 
tions. 

The political aspect of the Nicaragua 
canalisno less important than the 
commercial side of the question. On 
this branch of the subject Mr. Merry 
gays: 

The construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
under present auspices will secure the dom- 
ination of the United States over the Am- 


erican continent, politically as well as com- 
mercialiy. The position of Lake Nicaragua 


to it in bmportance. A naval station on 
this inland se, with fortified termini and 
an efficient fleet, will control the Atlantic 
eastward tothe Windward Islands ot the 
West Indies, snd westward tothe Hawaiian 
Islands and Samoa. On its fresh waters 
iron clads can lie without diminished 
speed caused by foul bottoms, with 
fresi water for boilers, in ai delight- 
ful climate, splendid harbors, surrounded 
by aterritory producing maintenance for 
the personnel of fleets and armies. The 
nation that, with the Nicaraguan gorern- 
ment m a joint eqrecment, controls Lake 


of the Western Hemisphere; it will be, in 
tact, aconstant assertion of the Monroe 
doctrine, securing respect for its require- 
meats by the peaceable possession of power 
to assert them. Thetfereign policy of our 
country will become of greater ilinportince 
‘every year. A nation of 65,000,000. einnot 
ignore, at this age, its national responsibiii- 
dies and maintain its self respect. The 
protection of its citizens and their property 
abroad is as much a‘uuty as goverutmient af 
home, In vain may we send out eommis- 
sions to seek ontlets for our products and 
manafactures. if we do not propose to fol- 
low them with cur national protection, 
The public demand fora modern navy in- 
dicates the will of our countrymen on this 
momentous question, 


As to the financial problem, there 
does not seem to be any doubt that the 
property will start out on a paying 
basis and rapidly develop into one of 
the best paying investments in the 
world, Itis not likely thatthe American 
Government will be called upon to pay 
out anytbing on a guarantee, but, even 
if it should, the expenditure would ‘be 
buta trifle in comparison with the 
great commercial and political benefits 
which the Nation would derive from 
the enterprise.

PROVING WILLS BEFORE DEATH. © 

Here is a bill which will enable rich 
men to sleep more peacefully in their 
graves. Lowe, Assemblyman from 
Santa Clara, introdueed a bill into the 
Assembly yesterday ‘by virtue of which 
u mau may prove his will before he dies 
by going into court with a written 
petition, with the names, ages and res- 
idence of himself and heirs-at-law. 
The judge shall order his petition filed 
anda day shall be set for hearing, 
notice having been given to all parties 
mentioned in the petition. The in- 
tending testator may declare his will 
and this shall be taken as u final deter- 
mination of signature, capacity to 
make a will and thé absence of fraud. 
Such a law would tend to do away with 
much of the trumped-up litigation con- 
sequent upon the wills of those who 
leave quarrelsome and avaricious de- 
scendants and relatives.

THE MEDICAL BOARD. 

Rider Haggaru’s novel of Mr. Mee- 
son’s Will’’ described the merchant as 
indicating bis clerks by numbers and 
never by their names. ‘This wasrepul- 
sive to the personality and individa- 
ality of the clerks, but it will be wel- 
come to physicians who must pass an 
examination before the State Medical 
Board of Examiners under the pro- 
posed order of things, for exumina- 
tions are to be secret, and each physi- 
cian examined will have a number. 
The object here sought to be effected 
is no discrimination and the assurance 
that one who bas not been educated in 
an allopathic school may bave a fair 
show before a board whieh will proba- 
biy consist of four allopaths among its 
seven members. 

STATE TEXT BOOKS. 

The printing of State text-books was 
not entirely satisfactory under Messrs. 
Avres & Shoaf, former State printers. 
Tue scuvol book pubiishers are labor- 
ing to show it is also not a succes 
under Mr. Young, who has just gone 
out of office. But Young says that 
the State can and does print its text- 
books better and cheaper than coujd 
be done by the pubiishing firm. The 
reason Why sv ere an assault is now 
made upon our text-book system is 
that other Siates ure looking to Cali- 
fornia, and if they learn that this State 
has succeeded, then Kansas, Colorado, 
Texas and other States may adopt our 
plan.

We have bad a two 
ears’ experience of a San Francisco 
oard of Health as a warning that po- 
litical doctors do not use their power 
justly, or with any regard to public 
opinion. 

There is an excellent law in force 
now in this State, and under it the 
Supreme Court has decided that a 
physician cannot be debarred from 
practicing his profession because of a 
breach of what other doctors consider 
professional ethics, so long as he does 
not commit a criminal act. This is 
sound law and sound licy, and it 
should not be departed from. 

If the object is to prevent doctors from 
committing crimes against persons and 
morals, the promoters of the bill can 
find full sympathy, but this can be ac- 
complished without creating an expen- 
sive commission, with arbitrary powers 
to deal summarily with men whom 
they 40 not like. Let the Legislature 
puss a law that will make it possible to 
convict a doctor of crime when the evi- 
dence is presented. Let it pass the 
old law against abortion that was re- 
pealed at the instance of the very in- 
fluences that are now trying to form 
the medical trust. 

There is no use trying to amend the 
bill to make it acceptable or just. dt 
is a bad bill in its nature. it gives 
powers that ought not to be given; it 
raises up censors of opinion in matters 
where opinions should be unfettered. 
It is meant to bind by authority a 
science that still has its greatest prog- 
ress to make. No medical inquisition 
is wanted in California, and no trusts 
for cinching the doctors should be es- 
tablished. 


OAKLAND’sS AMBITION, 


It Wants to Becomes a City and 
County. 
> {San Francisco Chronicle. | 


Quite a strong feeling is being mani- 
fesied in Oakland in favor of consoli- 
dating Oakland, Alameda, Berkeley 
and tue territory intermediate, into the 
city and county of Oakland, and sepa- 
rating from the present county of 
Alameda, which embraces all the 
places numed. It is contended that 
there would be a saving of expense to 
all concerned by consolidation, and a 
unity of interests which cannot pre- 
vail as the county of Alameda is now 
constituted. 

The city of Alamedais opposed to 
consolidation, cn the ground that her 
interests are best subserved by main- 
taining her own municipal govern- 
ment. Her citizens say that they have 
spent their money, not only wisely but 
generously for public improvements, 
and that they have the neatest, best- 
kept and best-improved town in Cali- 
fornia, and they object to being tagged 
on as ua tail to the Oakland kite, and 
being called upon to pay taxes for tlie 
improvement of Oaklaud, because she 
has been too negligent or too stingy to 
make improvements for herself. 

Without undertaking to reconcile 
the differences of opinion which clearly 
exist between the twocities it may 
not be amissto suggest that unless an 
amicable union can be ettected it will 
be better to postpone action upon the 
question of consclidation. A forced 
marriage seldom turns out happily and 
often results in bitter hatred. Onk- 
‘land’s ambition to become a big city 
is a harmless one, to say the least, and 


whenever sbe can without interfering 
with the wishes of others; but it is not 
a sound principle that a big city 
sbould be allowed to swallow. a little 
one, unless the latter be willing to be 
swallowed. The time may come when 
Alameda will be willing, ifnot anxious, 
to become consolidated with Oakiand, 
but it would seem the part of wisdom 
to let the matter of consolidation rest 
until that time comes. 


Contralto Voices. 

A distinct difference must be made 
between the mezzo-soprano voice and 
the mezzo-soprano-contralto voice, 
says Clara Louise Kellogg in the Feb- 
ruary Ladies’ Home Journal. Any 
vompetent instructor of singing can 
distinguish this difference and will

While a woman who possesses the 
former kind of voice may sing soprano 
parts with little difficulty, the possessor 
of the mezzo-soprano-contralto must 
exercise the greatest care in the selec- 
tion of music suitable to her register.

sopranos. The deep, pure contralto 
voice has always been more rare than 
the more serviceable mezzo-soprano- 
contralto, which fills better the large 
repertoiré required upon the operatic 
stage from tne contralto.

PauL(Minn.,) Feb. 8.—[By the 
associated Press.} At noon today 
snow began to fall in this city and 
there bas been promise of a blizzard 
during the afternoon. The storm is 
pretty general in the Northwest, al- 
though North Dakota seems to have 
escaped to a considerable extent. In 
South Dakota a storm that is ranging 
at Rapid City extends over the entire 
State. Aberdeen, Huron, Pierre and 
other points report a very severe 
blizzard. 


The Pioneer-Press correspondent at 


Pierre says that the worst blizzard 
since 1888 has been raging there since 
last night with little prospect of cessa- 
tion. The thermometer went as low as 
20° below this morning, and it has 
been freezing all day. It ia doubtful if 
trains will be able to get througb. 

The Huron correspondent says the 
suow storm tonight developed 
into a gigantic blizzard, almost equal 
in fury to that of January, 1888, the 
wind blowing at a velocity of from 
thirty-five to forty miles an hour. 

At 7 o’clock tonight the thermome- 
ter is 16° below at St. Vincent, Miun., 
12° below at Minnedosa, 8° below at 
Fort Buford and 4° below at Moore- 
head, Minn. 

The blizzard did not appear in North 
Dakota, but was confined to South 
Dakota, Nebraska, lowa, Minnesota 
aud Wisconsin, being severest in 
South Dakota.

JOHN G. NEW THOUGHT TO 
THE COMING MAN. 


Summoned to Washington From His 
Post Abroad by the President. 
Will He Accept the 

"Office? 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A gentleman of more 
than local prominence, who has long 
been identified with public affairs and 
is reputed to be thoroughly informed 
regarding the inside workings of the 
preseat administration, and who has 
just returned from a visit to Washing- 
ton, said today: On Thursday after- 
noon last, President Harrison cabled 
to Gen. John C. New, Consul-General 
at London, tocome to Washington 
at once. It will be remembered 
that when Mr. Harrison was making up 
his Cabinet Mr. New was anxious to be 
appointed Secrétary of the Treasury, 
but his friends urged upon him that he 
could not then afford to sacrifice his 
place as Consul-General for that of 
Secretary of the Treasury. The con- 
sul-generalship weuld certainly yield 
bim 825.000 annually, and besides 
would give many legitimate opportuni- 
ties for increasing that sum. Unless 
New decides that the handsome income 
trom the cousul-generalship, with its 
freedom from care, is better than the 
secretarvship with its 
(leaving out the impulses ot ambition) 
‘he will probably be the next Secretary 
of the Treasury. This is the settled 
opinion of those who are best informed 
us to the President's pur 8. It is 
known that New has studied the whole 
British question thoroughly from an 
international standpoint. As be is a 
mau of great discretion and caution, 
besides being thoroughly American, 
his views are of the greatest import- 
ance to Mr. Harrison, who fully real- 
izes this, as he knows that he will want 
at his command the best, failest and, 
most accurale sources of ‘information. 
This fact alone makes Mr. New thie 
strongest possible candidate for Sec- 
retary of the Treas jury.’

MR. HABBICK WRITES A LETTER 


Explaining 9 of the East 

Artists 
Locals of General Inter- 

@st—Brevities. 


Secretary Habbick of the Lake Vine- 
yard company writes the following 
leter bearing on the position of this 


corporation with reference to the pro- 


posed irrigation project. The subject 
isat present exciting uuusual public 
interest: | 

In the issues of the Sth and 6th 
insts., of the Pasadena Star, assertions 
are made against the directors of the 
P. L. V. L. and W. Co., as being 
tardy in coming forward in the devel- 
opment of a larger supply of water, 
and as standing in the breach against 
all propositions to this end. I think 
Jam in a position to know the con- 
trary to be the case, and thatthe Star 
has saddled the wrong horse this time. 
No, no, Mr. Star, fair play, let the 
onus (if onus there be) fall on the back 
where it properly belongs. 

»That the whole 1 of the direc- 
tors of the P. L. V. L. aud W. Co. for 
the past four years bes Seon unmis- 
takably pr ogressive is apparent to any 
one less blind than the Star, without 
the aid of very powerful magnifying 
glasses (but there are none so blind as 
those who donot want to see.) Glance 
back at the condition of our water sup- 
ply and system four years ago, and 

k at it today. But the directors of 
this company have been men of fore- 
sight and prudence, working with one 
object alone in view—namely, how 
they could best serve the interests of 
their stockholders, and when proposi- 
tions have been made for the 
development of water these have al- 
ways come from the East Side company 
and they have been only awaiting the 
time for others interested to get intoa 
position to unite with them. That 
time has now come, and unitedly the 
work will be done. 

“The reason the East Side company 
did not vote bonds is that they did not 
require to do so, they always having 
sufficient to do things necessary with- 
out, and if they did not enter into the 
Lougherry dam-site scheme it was be- 
cause they were perfectly satisfied that 
they already had in their possession a 


site for a lake of storage water at the 


Devil's Gate, unequalled in the State 
of Calitornia. 

There are times when it pays to go 
slow and this may ultimately (if it has 
not already done so) prove ,tself to 
have been one. However let the de- 
velopmentof water come when it will, 
“and come it will for a’ that” the citizens 
of Pasadena will never have to thank 
their Stars for it. JonN ILABBICK.” 

The company has drawn up a peti- 
tion to be presented to the county 
supervisors remonstrating against auy 
of the lands of the company being in- 
cluded in the irrigation district which 
it is proposed to create and organize 
under the Wright law. The petition 
sets forth that the effect of organizing 
such a district would greatly imperil 
the rights and interests of all the 
stockboiders; that city property would 
have to bear four-fifths of the en- 
tire expense with no corresponding 
benefits and that such expense would 
result in very heavy taxes on all the 
real-estate of the district, for the reason 
that an entirely separate system of 
reservoirs and distributing pipes would 


be required. The petition further 
alleges that the movement is prema- 
ture and has been inaugurated with- 


out a proper consideration of the great 
burden of taxes it willimpose on the 
taxpayers; also that the water com- 
pany has not been consulted as to the 
disposition of existing water rights, 
nor has it been shown that any addi- 
tional water supply would be served to 
the stockholders by the formation of 
such a district.

It is rumored that these heirs are now 
about to step in and demand possession on 
the ground that the hilt is not being used 
now for educational purposes and that by 
the conditions of the gitt it reverts to them. 

Ever since the work of eréciing the new 
county Courthouse commenerd. at regular 
intervals some sensational story has been 
put afloat cencerning the title to the ground 
upon which the building is being built. 

‘These alarming reports of course disturb 
taxpayers, who are perfectly wiiling to see 
a large and commodious building put up, but 
who atthe same time want bo question to 
arise about the title after $500,000 has been 
spent improving the property. 

Heretofore the Board of Supervisors have 
not deemed these stories of invalid title to 
be of sufficient moment to warr tit an in- 
vestigation to ascertain whether or nota 
real flaw does exist. 

But as the reports continue to be retailed 
on the streets it has been decided to make 


a thorough and complete investigation and | 


to finaily dispose of the question once and 
forever. 

‘The property was purchased by the county 
prior to the time that any of the present 
supervisors entered upon the disch«rge of 
their duties. ‘Therefore none of the five
